rally be in a Ferment about the alteration 
of the Coin, it animated the French 
Court to think this was the Time; vr 
none, to reinſtate the ij-te King James, 
The uncertainty-of Cuinea's Hkewife 
went a great way with them,.as alſo the 
miſunderſtanding they thought might a- 
riſe between England and Scotland, on 
the Account of the New Ea#7.

Mr, Charnock, and Sir George told the 
Deponant, He was glad to ſee bim in gou 
Health, but ſorry to find bim Lame, as it- 
deed he at thit time” was of the Gout;

broad ; and after that feveral Meeting 
were had, particularly at the Globe Th

wasto be at the King of Bohemia's Head, 
and a Man was ordered to give notice to 
him, when the King Landed, and then 


he giving notice to the reſt, they were 
to 
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to form their ſeveral Bodies, and- to 
take their Poſts as had been agreed on ; 
ad when the Deponant asked him,what 
he thought to do when the buſineſs was 
over ? He reply*d, They need nor fear any 
thing, but might go to Town and lie ſtill, for 
there would be a [efficient number ready from 
abroad to aſſift them ;, that 4 or 5000 French 
were to divert in Scotland, and the King 
would be near, the French Shoar with a ſuffi- 
gent Army; but this time they were 
diſappointed by the King's not going 
Abroad. 

On Friday before the 22d of February, 
another time appointed for the Deſign, 
a Meeting was held at the Sun Tavern in 
the Strand, where, by reaſon of the 
former Diſappointment, ſeveral of the 
Company expreſſed their fear of the 
Thing being diſcovered ; but being 0- 
therways ſatisfied, it was reſolved to be 
put in practice on the 22d, being Satwr- 
day ; and Mr. Charnock ſaid, he could not 
ſtay, becanſe he ſhould want ſome Men 
that were come up out of the Country on 
purpoſe ; and when the Deponant ſaid, 
He feared his Horſe was fick, Sir Wiliem 
Parkins undertook to furniſh him with 
one, and ſaid, He had ſent to My. Lewis 
that belonged r0 the Earl of Feverſham, to 


procure 
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procure ſome ;, and the next Morning he 
ſent him a Note by one Cranburn, that 
he had ſent to Mr, Lewis; and he ſaid, 
he would help him to 3 Horſes with Sad. 
cles, Holſters and Piſtols, deſiring the 
Liſt of his Men, which he ſent him, and 
he ſent back the Liſt of his own, which 
he ſhewed to Mr, De 1a Rue, and then 
all things were preparing for the execy. 
tion of the Deſign ; but upon News that 
the King did not go out that Day, it 
was concluded, the Plot was diſco» 
yvered. 

He further depoſed, That Mr. Char. 
rock and Mr. King were at the ſeveral 
Meetings mentioned, and that Xeys was 
at many of them, and had hired Horſe 
for him-to employ in the bulinefs ; on 
the 15th of February he hired two, and 
knew what Deiign they were to go upon, 
and was preſent at the time the News 
was brought of the . Diſappointment, 
and the laſt time he told them, he- had 
met the King's Guards coming back all 
in a Foam, and that he had ſpoke to one 
of my Lord of Oxfors”s Regiment, and 
that ſomething was muttered , upotl 
which he feared a- Diſcovery, that he

Day; which he agreed to, and thatiDu+ 
raw had: taken and brought an account 
of the Inns about.

Green; that Charnock had ſent him-a Lift 
of the Names, ſubfcribed R. C. and that 
he verily believed it to be his own Hand, 
having often ſeen his Writing and that 
the laſt Day it was to have been put in 
execution, he received another Note 
from him of the Diſappoiatment, ſub- 
fcribed R. Robinſon, a Name Mr. Char- 
wck uſed ſometimes, to go by. 

Tothis Evidence-Mr. Charnock alled g- 
ed he, he was nota legal or good Wit- 
neſs, becauſe heowned himſelf guilty of 
the Crime, that he had forfeited- his 
Life by his own Confeſſion, and-Sworse 
to take away his to ſave his;own ; but the 
Court informed him, he was a legal and 
good Witneſs, notwithſtanding this Ob- 
jeftion; and as for the Credit of his Te- 
ſimony, it mult be left tothe Jury, who 
were Judges of the Fact : Then he alledg- 
ed: that he Swore to get the 10001. Rey 
ward promiſed in the Proclamation, but 
it appeared, he was not entituled to that 
Reward, as having been Apprehended; 
not voluntarily furrendering, nor ap» 
| {Reg any one of the Copſptrators 
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which ſhould enable him to receive it; 


Mr. Xing only asked ſome Queſtions as: 


to his being at the Meeting mentioned, 
and going to view the Ground, and way 
anſwered in the Affirmative, Key: alledg- 
ed, he had no Body to adviſe him not 
counſel, and that he was only a Servant 
to Capr. Porter. 

The next Witneſs was Mr. De {a R

And after that he met them at 
the Star-Tavern in ris but not 
looking on that as a fit place, they went 
to Bromficld's Coffee - houſe, and- there 
they had ſome Diſcourſe about it, taking 
one another akide to be more private ; 
and, upon enquiry, the Deponant was 
told, it was becauſe of an old Gentle- 
man in the Company whom they did not 
care to make acquainted with it, by rea- 
fon he was too old to have a hand in it ; 
and they.would acquaint none but ſuch 
as were to be Aftors in the Deſign. 

But after that he was not often in their 
Company, yet heard from time to time 
how matters went on, and from Capt. 
Porter particularly, that they had been 
at Turtham-green, and liked the place ve- 
ry well; and that their Deſign was to 
take the _þ off, or hurry _ into 
Ruwrney-marſh alive, and carry him into 
France, "That when ever he queſtioned 
Charneck about the Delign, he _ 
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him to Capt. Porter, and often faid, He 
bilieved it would come to nothing. The De- 
ſign was to carry the King away alive if 
they could ; and if they could not, then 
to Afﬀaſſinate him, and pretend it was 
done by a Random-fhot. He told him 
alfo, that they had ſent to King Fame: 
for 's Commiſſion to Execute this Mat- 
ter, and to Authorize them to carry 
King Wikjam to France, if they could take 
him, but it: feems the Commiſſion was 
delayed-ſome time, and then the Conſpi- 
rators reſolved to do it without, and in 
a few Days before the King was to go to 
Flanders in theSpring 1695, this Deps- 
nant was told all was ready, but then 
they wanted a Ship to carry His Majeſty 
off, and they met at the Roſe-Tavern, as 
he remembers, viz. Capt. Porter, and 
Sir Wilkam Parkins, but he is not- ſure 
Mr. Charnock was there, where he asked 
them if they had concluded on the mat- 
ter, and they told him, It was concluded 
on ; and as he further remembers, they 
told him, Capt. Charnock, or Robinſon, 
(for he went by both Names) was to have 
a Recommendation to ſome Body at 
Deal, and there they were to hire a Veſ- 
fel for the purpoſe ; and he-was asked, 
W hether he would go with them ? a=

he told them-he would ; but a little after 
the King going for Flanders difappointed 
their Defign, and fo the buſineſs was put 
off till his Return the laſt Winter :- And 
then in November, or December, Mr. 
King ſaid, That there would be a Major- 
General come over from France, and that 
there was a Man of Quality about Town, 
that offered to dzsburſe 2 or 3000 1. if King- 
James woxld give Order for it ; which the 
Deponant ſuppoſed, was to buy Horſes 
to be engaged in the Deſign ; and he ſaid, 
he would tell him more. A Month or two af- 
ter he told him, He was out of Money about 
i, which could not be had: Then he was 
brought into Company by Capt. Porter, 
and they told him about the latter end of 
January, or the beginning of February, 
that the Major-General was come over, 
and there were a great .many Perſons. 
come over with him, and there would be 
ſomething ſpeedily put in- Execution, 
which would be for the King's Service : 
. This was told him-by Mr. Xing, thenext

he did go, ſaying, There was the rare 
place for the execution of the Deſign ag ainit

# convenient place, they could not have bad 
ſuch andther ; that it was within a quarecr of 
a Mile of the King's Houſe at Richmond,

make their Attack ; Durant deſired to 
Command a Party, and they were to be 
attired in Country men's Habit, to be the 
leſs taken notice of z; Keys was to have 
his ſhare in this, he was at divers Meet- 
ings, drank a Health to the ſqueezing 
the Rotten Orange, and conſented to eve- 
ry thing relating to this buſineſs, that 
was debated at the ſeveral Meetings 
where he was preſent, for at ſome of 
them he was abſent : And it further ap- 
peared againſt him, that when he was to 
procure Horſe and Arms, he knew _

many other things were teſtified againſt 
him of his being deeply concerned'in

Thenext Evidence was ng r. Pen £4 
who depoſed, That the 11th of February

that he was at ſeveral Meetings with the 
Conſpirators, where the - matter 'was 
diſcourſed and agreed to, ſome time af- 
ter he had diſcovered it, for he kept his, 
Correſpondence with them, that he 
might not be ſuſpeRed a+ well as to get:

Sir George told him 
he had brought 3001 to buy Horſes, and 
had aQually purchas'd 20, T hat Sir Wil- 
liam was to procure 5, two of which 
were to mount Porter's Men, and that 
Porter's 

That 
Chaynock told him the ſaid Porter, that 
vir Wiliam had ſeen King James's Com- 
miſſion, to levy War on the Perſon of 
the Prince of Oyavge, The Evidence 
Aid, That Sir Wiliam told him the like 
himſelf, and that it was all writ with 
King Jame:*s own Hand, becauſe he 
would intruſt no other with it. He de- 
pos'd likewiſe, as to Sir William's ap- 
pointing him and others to view the 
Ground for the Attempt on the King, 
nd agreeing to it on their Report; thaZ 
they had Conſulrs abont it at the Nag's 
Head in St. Jamess-ſtreet, and Blue-Poſts 
in Spring-G ardey, here. Sir G. Beklay 
expreſs'd his Fears of a Diſcovery. That 
Sir William ſaid, he would not be in the 
Attempt himſelf, as having other buſi- 
neſs, viz. that of his Regiment to look 
after ; but agreed that it would be the 
eaſieſt way to reſtore King James; and 
the Evidence was told, that Sir H;ll;am 
had given order for his Horſes to be 
ready for the Deſign. 

Sweet depos'd, That Sir William told 
him about Chriſtmas laſt, that his Troop 
conſiſted of old Soldiers, that he expeCt- 
ed ſome old Officers as Voluntiers ; had 
bought 30 Saddles ; and had K. Jams 
H 4 Word 
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Word for his Landing : That he told 
him of his Meeting with King TJamery 
Friends in Leiceſterſhire, as above-men- 
tion'd; and ſaid to Sweet, at his own 
Lodgings in Norfolk-ſtreet, that he had 
ſome buſineſs for him to do, but did not 
think fit to employ hinv in it becauſe of 
his Family, and ſent him to -order his 
Man to bring three ſtronz Horſes to 
Town : That he ordered Sweer to 
come to him on Saturday the 15th of Fe. 
bruary, at 11 a Clock, when he found 
Chambers and Lee with him; and Cham- 
bers ſaid, That he wanted Revenge, ba- 
ving been wounded at the Boyne. 

= Yang — depoſed, That 
he brought 3 Horles to the George-Jm 
in Holborn on Friday in February laſt: 
That his Maſter went out of Town the 
Monday after, and Holmes with him: 
That he and Holmes returned the Friday 
following with 4 Horſes and another 
Servant, having Holſter-Piſtols, &e, 
That one came to him, the Evidence, 
with a' Note to go io Brown at Kenſington, 
from the Gentleman that Lodg'd at the 
Confe&ioner's ; that Brown writ his An- 
{wer in his Almanack, with which here- 
turn'd to Sir Wiliam, and he ordered 
himto carry it to the Gentleman at the 
Con- 
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Confetioner's, who ſpoke broad Scots, 
and then his-Maſter ordered hirf to go 
home : That Mr. Lewis came- to the 
George-Inn, and ask'd for the Saddles : 
That he, the Evidence, carricd a Letter 
to Evans his Fellow Servant, to fetch 
the Boxes from Mr. Haywoods. 

Mr. Haywood”s Servant depoſed, That 
7 or 8 Boxes were brought to his Ma- 
ſters by two of Sir William's Servants, 
between 9 and 19 on Aſbwedneſday at 


Night. 


r. Haywood depos?d, That the ſad 
Boxes came to his Houſe with a-Lettec 
from Mr. Charnock his Brother-in-Law, 
deſiring him to Lodge them : Thar: he 
met Sir William about the 18th of Fe- 
bruary laſt, at the Temple Coffee-Houſe, 
who told him, He would diſpoſe of the 
Goods by the firſt opportunity, and that 
when Sir William's Servants came for 
them late at Night, he delir'd them to 
ſtay till next Morning, becauſe it was 
an unſeaſonable hour to remove them 
then, but they would not. 

Another Countryman depos'd, That 
the Priſoner's Man deſir'd him. to go 
with him to Mr. Haywood's ; met him a- 
bout half a Mile from the Houfe, and 


told him, He muſt not- come near the 
H 5 ſame 
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ſame till it was late, and that they re. 
moved the Boxes, and buried them un- 
der a Wall : That he was preſent when 
they were taken np. and ſcarch'd, and 
ſaw the Arms found in them. 

The Conſtable, in whoſe Houſe the 
Arms were lodged when taken, depos'd, 
That he ſaw %em taken up where they 
were buried ;- that they conſiſted of for. 
ty eight two-edged Sword-blades , the 
Hilts being in a Box by themſelves, thir- 
ty two Carbines, and twenty five Caſe of 
Piſtols. 

The Hoſtler of the Ceo77e-TMT UTho- 
ſed, That Sir William's Groom, and a- 
notker Servant, brought five Horſes thi- 
ther the Friday-night before the Procla- 
mation for apprehending the Conſpira- 
tors, four of which had Holſter-piltols, 
and one was a led Mare; that they went 
away again on the Sunday in the Aﬀter- 
noon, having been hard rid and ſweaty, 
That three other Horſes had been there 
a Week before, which he was told Sir 
William ordered to be kept, that they 
came from Sommer/et-houſe. 

The Tapſter-of the ſaid Inn depo- 
ſed, That three Horſes were kept there 
a Week before the ſaid Proclamation : 
That five of Sir Wiliam's were brgwght 
Le 
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; thither the Friday before the Plot broke 


out, and that they were ordered to be 
got ready on Saturday - morning: And 
that Mr. Lews, Gentleman of the Horſe 
to the Earl of Feverſhars, came-to the Inn 
on Saterday inthe Afternoon, before Sir 
Wiltam's Horſes went away. 

Sir Wiliam's principal Defence was, 
There was no Evidence to the Afſuſſina- 
tion but Capt. Porter, and that by the 


25 Eadw. 3. there ought to be kwo Wit- 
neſles to convict a Man of Treajon. - But 


was anſwered , That to Aſſaſlinate the 
King, and to Conſpire to Dethrone kim, 
was one and the ſame ſpecies of Treaſon, 
and that this was prov'd againlt him by 
two Witneſſes : That he that would De- 
poſe the King and Deprive him of his 
Defence, muſt be conſtrued'ts Deſtroy 
him. Sir Wiliam anſwered, That we 
had ſeen a King Depos'd, and yet was 
alive, therefore Conſpiring againſt him, 
and Deſtroying him, muſt be different 
Species. To which *twas reply'd, T hat 
we knew of a King agreed to be Aſſaſli- 
nated, and yet he was alive, and there- 
fore the want of Succeſs did not make 
it a diſtin& Species of Treaſon z that 
two Overt-adts of the ſame ſort of Trea- 
ſon, proy'd by two different Witneſſes,

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' was judged a ſufficient Convittion, and 


that the 25 Edw. 3. was ſo explain'd in 
Richard the Second's time: That it was 
the Parliament's Opinior in the great 
Caſe of my Lord Stafford; andthe mean- 
ing of the new Ac of Parliament, which, 
az alfo that of the 25 Edw. 3. was read 
in Court. Sir William objected, That 
Sweer's Evidence was inconſiſtent with

and refuſing to employ him becauſe of 
his Family ; his ſending his Horſes to 
and fro, and having more then vuſval, 
his hurrying them away on the D1ifap- 
pointment z hiding his Arms in a ſuſpect- 
ed manner, by the'Concurrence of Char- 
wek, a ſuſpicious Perſon, who had con- 
feſſed the intended Aſſaſſination, and his 
removing and burying them on the Dil- 
covery of the Plot, were all concurring 
Evidences. Sir William hereupon dehi- 
red the Jury to have pity on his Age and 
Family, and to interpret things in the 
beſt ſence, where a Man's Blood depend- 
ed on it. Which the King's Council 
took notice of, and told the Jury, That 
what had bcen ſaid, was not to extin- 
viſh their Compaſſion, but Sir Willians 
ovght to have had pity on himſelf; and 
that the Party ſhew'd themſelves void or

tempts to Murder the beſt of Prince 
and the beſt of Men, and 1nvolve the 
Kingdom in Blood and Ruine. $0 that 
the Charge being given to the Jury, tt

altogether declined by the Priſoner,who 
made Excuſes that he had been the occa- 
fon of drawing many Perſons in, and he 
would rather die, than throw their 
Lives into the hazard, though thereby 
he might ſave his own, or to this effecr, 
ſo that finding him obſtinately bent nor 
to diſcover. his Accomplices, they re- 
turned and made their Report. 

And now the Warrant ſigned for the 
Execution of Sir John Friend and Sir Wil- 
lam Perkins, being brought to Newgate, 
they had notice to prepare for Death, 
and after 9 Days reſpite from the time 
they received Sentence, they were con- 
veyed in a Sledge to the place of Execu- 
tion, and there put into a Cart, where 
they ſaid little of publick concern ; they 
had ; Non-jurant Parſons to ailiſt them, 
viz. Mr. Sneat, Mr. Cook, and Mr. Col- 
lier, who after they had prayed, and 
were preparing for their laſt Exit, gave 
them, Abſolution ; the Sheriffs indulged 
them1n taking all the time they deſired, 
and at laſt they each of them deliver'd 


the Sherifi2.a Pa = deſiring they might 
+ be printed for public atisfaQtion, eſpe- 


cially 
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cially Sir John Friend, who with great 
earneſtneſs entreated it ; and in his Pa. 
per he inſiſted to juſtifie himſelf upon 
the Cauſe he had eſpouſed, viz. the [n- 
tercſt of the late King James, ſeeming 
to have much confidence, he was migh- 
tily injured, and that he would one Day 
be Reſtored; he denied not he was con- 
cerned - in the matter charged againſt 
him, but that he had not notice the in- 
tended Deſcent was in any ſuch forward- 
neſs, and conſequently himſelf not in 
ſo forward a preparation as was alledg- 
ed ; he owned himſelf to be a Member 
of the Church of England, though as he 
in his Paper ſays, an Unworthy one ; he 
ſeems to be ſorry he had objected at his 
Tryal againſt the Legality of Papiſts Evi- 
dence zgainſt Proteſtants, deſiring it 
might not be took by them as an uncha- 
ritable Cenſure, becauſe what he did in 
that caſe was fer-kis-onn ſecurity:upon 
the foundation of a Statute Law ; he 
deſired to Die in Charity with all Men, 
yet mid: ſome Refletions upon the Ac- 
count of the Aſſaſſination, being inſinua- 
ted at his Tryal, and fo concludes with 
ſome Admonitions, and expreſſing a wil- 
ling Reſignation ts Biegmwinding up all 
witha Prayer, wherein he particularly 
takes 
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takes notice of the late King and Queen, 
and his little Maſter, 

Sir William Parkins in his Paper deli- 
rered at the ſame time, owned he had 
ſen a Commiſſion from the late King, 
but it was not, as had been alledged, to 
levy War upon the Perſen of the Prince 
of Orange, but the tenour of the Com- 
miſſion was general, and direQed to all 
his loving SubjeQts,to raiſe and levy War 
zgainſt the Prince of Orange and his Ad- 
berents, and to ſeize all Forts, Caſtles, 
Fe, yet he owns he was privy to the 
Deſign upon the King, but was not to 
Ain it,and thought it, for his Honour, 
to ſay he was entirely in the Intereſt of 
the King, (meaning the late King James ) 
and ſo perſiſts to inſinuate his Right and 
the [njury he ſuppoſed he. had received ;

Sir John Friend's Judgment, that he far. 
ther in his Paper declares, He verily be. 
lieves this Pernicious Undertaking to be the 
Canſe of God; and Sir William Parkjns but 
lamely excuſes the Commiſſion, when he 
ſays, It was not to levy War upon the Perſon 
of the Prince of Oranze ; but, which cer- 
tainly is all one, in any reaſonable Man's 
Conjecture, viz. to raiſe and levy War

Mr, Cook and 
Mr. Snatt being ſoon after apprehended, 
were committed to Newgate upon Suſpi- 
cion of Treaſon and Treaſonable Pratti- 
ſes, ſeveral of the Reverend Clergy de- 
claring their diſlike, and diſowning the 
Proceedings of thoſe Perſons in their 
giving Abſolution fo raſhly, if not un- 
noealy. E 

As for the ſuffering Perſons, obn 
end from a mean Condition, I ITA 
aDray-man, others a Tun-Man, raifed 
bimſelf by his Induſtry and Marriage, 
to a competent Fortune, having been a 
Maſter-Brewer of conſiderable Dealings 
for many Years, and by his Incomes pur- 
chaſed a pretty Eſtate,on which he might 
have lived comfortably all his Days, had 
not his own Raſhneſs, - and being too 
much ſwayed by diſaffefted Perſons, ſo 
blinded Him, that he could not difcern 
his true Intereſt from a falſe one, that 
precipitated him into ruine, and left a 
laſting ſtain on his Memory. 

Sir William Eo was a Gentleman 
by Birth, and had*been brought up to 
the Study of the Law ; hehad a ſmall 
Eſtate lying about Buſhey in Hartfordſhjre, 
and ſome other places; he had not long 


lince a conſiderable place depending -_ 
the 
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the High Court of Chancery, but it ſeems 
being diſguſted at the preſent Govern- 
ment, to prevent, as is ſuppoſed, tak- 
ing the Oaths to be true toit, he fold it 
for 6000 Pounds, moſt of which Money 
it is thought he ſpent in advancing the 
Intereſt of the late King, in which, as 
he ſays in his Paper, he was entirely in, 
as always being firmly perſwaded of the 
Juſtice'of his Cauſe, and looked upon it 


as fiis Duty, as a Subjett and Engii&- 


man to aſliſt him in the Recovery of his 
Throne, &c, And in the ſame Paper tells 
you boaſtingly, he thonght it was for 
his Honour to ſay, That he was ſo : He 
lefr behind him a Wife and four Chil. 
dren, but had fo far run out in theſe 
and ſuch like Intrignes, that he left them 
but very (lender Fortunes to. ſubſiſt on, 
And now after all this further plain De- 
monſtration of a Plot and Compiracy, 
by the Confeſſion of the dying Conſpi- 
rators, it is a pleaſant thing to conſider 
how M. Devizee, the Author of the 
French Mercury is puzl'd to palliate the

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Iadictment allowed, and a Pannel of the 
ry ſummoned to try them according to 
hedireCtion of the Act, commencing the 
z5th of March laſt, for regulating Try- 
als. in caſe of High-Treaſon, and were 
remanded to Newgate to prepare for, 
their Defence, having about a Weeks 
time allowed them ; when 

On Twre/day the 21ſt of April, they 
ere again brought up in order to their 
Tryals, when the, Courz being ſat about 
Eight in the Morning, their Council 
moved to put off the Tryal, becauſe the 
Pannel of the Jury, according to the 
new Act, ought to be delivered 2 Days 
before the Trya], and that it could not 
be ſaid truly to be delivered, till return- 
ed by the Sheriff into Court, with ſome 
other Exceptions ; but the King's Coun- 
cil anſwering this and the other ObjeQi- 
ons, and the Court ſeeing it was not a 
ſufficient cauſe to put off the Tryal, 
— who was firſt Tryed, was or- 

ed to look to his Challenges, upon 
calling over the Jury, which he did, and 
excepted againſt more than 20.

had moved him to leave this behind him, 
viz, That he never knew, ſaw, or heard 
of any Order or Commiſſion: from him 
for the Aſſaſſination or Attacking the 
Guards;but had been informed he had re- 
jeted ſuch Propoſals when made to him: 
But that himſelf, as a Souldier, by his 
immediate Commander, much againlt his 
Judgment, was engaged init —ftntmna- 
ting as if he was to Obey, and Att accor- 
ing to Command ; thono reaſonable Man 
could think any Command was binding 
to undertake fo wicked an At.) He ac- 
knowledged he had ſerved the late King 
twelve Years, and was free to lay down 
his Life in his Cauſe, And tho in the 
Paper he ſays he ever abhorred Trea- 
chery, even to an Enemy: [Yet in this 
he utterly contradias himſelf, for what 


greater Treachery could there be, than 
to agree to lay wait for a Prince that ne- 
ver injured him, and by ſurprize murder

with the King for Signing the Warrant 
for his Execution, becauſe being a Soul. 


dier, he did not conſider his Caſe: _[Az. 


if the-King, becanſe he is a Souldier, had

ſign'd to Murder him the baſeſt of ways.) 
Hs asks Forgiveneſs, and ſays, he for- 
gives every Body from his Heart ; but 
ſeems to conclude with an odd kind of 
Menace, But that God who has hitherto 
protected his Majeſty in ſo many emi- 
nent Dangers, will, no doubt, ſtill pre- 
ſerve-him from the Rage and Malice of 
wicked and violent Men, 

Mr. Lowick in his Paper appears more 
moderate, Taying, He died in the Reli- 
gion he was baptized in, viz. the Roman 
Catholick ; he denied, as the other, that 
he ſaw any Commiſſion for the Aſſaſſina- 
tion ; but believed the late King was 
coming, and that if he had landed, he 
would have done any thing in his pow- 
er to have aſliſted him; and in order to 
that, he ſhould have been glad to have 
had a Horſe, though before he had none. 
As for his being concerned in any bloody 
Aﬀeair, as he there expreſſes it, he al- 
tedged he never was in his life, but en- 
deavoured to prevent, as much as he 
could 
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could, on all occaſions; and goes on fain 
to make us believe, that if the killing 
the moſt miſcrable Creature in the World, 
or greateſt Enemy, would have ſaved his 


'Life, reſtored the late King, andnade 


him one of the greateſt Men in England, 
he would firſt chnſe to die, becauſe it

The reſt is his asking Forgiveneſs and 
Pardon of thoſe he had offended ; pray- 
ing for the late King and Queen, and all 

oyal Blood of the Stuarts, &c, He 
ſaid he had had the Honour to ſerve the 
late King in ſeveral Commiſſions , the 
laſt as Major, and ſtrove ever to ſerve 
him to the beſt of his power, and ever 
was juſt to thoſe he had the Honour to 
command, 

After they were turned off, and hung 
the uſual time, they were cut down and 
gn——_ and their Quarters placed on 
City-gates.

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By theſe Proceedings of Juſtice our E- 
nemies no doubt perceive the Goyern- 
ment is in earneſt, whom they thought 
for a while only dallied with them, which 
it-is hoped will make diſaffeAted Perſons 
more cautions how they attempt to di- 
ſ{turb the Peace of the Kingdom for the 
future.

rendred, and took God ro Witneſs, with many 

direful Imprecations, that he was no way concern'd 

in the Invaſion ; and ſaid, That he mufi declare fo 
at his Death. 

The King's Council, and the Lord Chief Juſtice 
Treby, anſwer'd the Obje&ions of the Priſoner's 
Counc'lto this effet, That if Goodman's Evidence 
was falſe, then Porter's muſt be ſo too, tho it had 
been own'd to be true by Dying Criminals execur- 
ed for the ſame Treaſon 3 That as for the Poyſon- 
ing Deſign, it appear'd by the ſatisfattion red 
nexr Term after, that the Evidence againſt him, 
on that head, was not thought Credible ; bur how- 
ever he now ſtood Pardon'd ; and his being con- 
cern'd in the Defign ro Aſſaſſinate the King, which 
was an higher Crime, not rendring him an illegal 
Witneſs, much lefs could the Poyſoning Defign do 
it: Thar as to Goodman's Swearing to fave his own 
Life, Mr Coob and he had both of them reaſon ro 
be afraid of eachother, according as cither m—_—_ 
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ſhould be made uſe of as Evidence by the Govern- 
ment, ſeeing they were both Guiley : That the 
Drawers own'd, That Mr. Goodman might come thi- 
ther and they not know it ; and that both their E- 
vidence and their Maſter's was Negative. That as 
to the Character given-to the Priſoner, and his ſo- 
lemn Denial of the, Fatt, the like had been given 
w others m the ſame Circumſtances : It appeari 
ypon Record, Thar Sir 7. Friend had attend 
Prayers for the preſent Government, and had fo- 
lemnly denied at his Tryal what he afterwards con- 
felled. And juſt as the Jury was withdrawing, 
the Lord Chief Juſtice recal''d '*em, to obſerve, 
That whereas the Priſoner's Counſel alledg'd, That 
the Evidence pitch'd upon May, becauſe if they 
had picch'd upon Anil that would have been 
within the Pardon ; and if they had pitch'd en 

une, they were in Newgate for the Riot : The 

rawers had confirm'd what was ſaid by the King's 
Evidence, That the Meeting was in May; or to 
that effeft : And the Jury withdrawing about an 
Hour, they brought the Priſoner in K 

Then the Court Adjourn'd till s a , when 
Sentence was pronounc'd upon him, as uſual in 
Caſes of Hizh-Treaſon, and afterwards remanded 
to Newgate.

tence, which fince he has received as in Caſcs of 
High-Treaſon ; ſo that in the cloſe of all we mey 
ſee the matter ſo plain, that nothing in the World 
can be more apparent. 

Since theſe Proceedings, divers Perſons, who 
were taken up as fufpeRed to be 11} affected co the 
Government, and no proſecution againſt rhem, , 
have by the Lords Juftices been diſcharged our of 
ſeveral Priſons in and about London, 8c. 

The Thoulon Fleet have at length ſtolen into
